If^onstantJy Irritated by lice, hogs 
will be restless and cannot make the 
best uce of their food. 
Lice do not 
sdd to the appearance of the hog anu 
there is no market for lice, even on 
the soft basis. 
They are s pest and 
s nuisance and should be fought at 
every turn. 
Nearly any oil preparation will de­ 
stroy lice and so will any coal tar 
•Up, such as Kre8o, if the manufac­ 
turer's directions are followed. Crude 
oil applied with a brush or spray or 
in a vat or wallow will also destroy 
them. Treating the hogs will do UUle 
good unless the beds are also cleaned 
There are two types of mange that 
bother hogs. Both are caused by skin 
parasites somewhat similar to mites, 
that work into the skin. 
Red mange 
Is very difficult tp cure, but does not 
spread rapidly in the herd. 
If an ani­ 
mal can not be cured, it should bo 
fattened and kiUed and the skin re­ 
moved and burned. 
Scabby or black 
mange spreads more rapidly* but is 
not so difficult to cure. 
Sulphur stirred into crude oil or a 
mixture of sulphur, kerosene and lard 
applied with a brush is a good, mange 
remedy. 
It should be applied every 
8 or 10 days until the trouble disap­ 
pears. 
Lime-sulphur dip is also very 
effective. 
To make the dip, boll one 
pound unslaked lime and three pounds 
sulphur for two hours in two and one- 
half gallons of water. Strain and add 
warm 
water 
to make fg§ gallons. 
Houses and pens must alao be cleaned. 
A man or a club boy who enjoys tlpe 
company of red bugs or “chlggera” 
should make no effort to keep his 
hogs free from lice and mange 
Intestinal* worms are doing even 
more damage to the swine industry 
of the state than lice and mange. 
There are several kinds of tho#e 
worms, but lack of space forbids their 
discussion separately.

astures that have been grazed a long 
ime by hogs. 
Others are gotten by 
ating in dusty pens In which hogs 
u ve been kep$ for several weeks and 
■>y drinking muddy, stagnant water or 
wallowing in stagnant pools or mud 
holes. 
Plowing up grass pastures occasion­ 
ally. keeping the hogs out of dusty 
>ens and away from filthy mud holes 
and stagnant pools and heaping them 
growing every day will usually pre­ 
vent serious trouble from intestinal 
worms.
